PERSONAL LIBERTY IN NEW-YORK.- -In 


answer to large numbers of petitions, a ae ect 
Committee of the New York Assembly, hat re- 
ported the following bill for tho protection of 
personal liberty, The bill provide*, in be lalf 
of fugitive slaves : 


1. The writ of habeas corpus. 
2. Fugitives, or alleged fucitives, to ha' e a 


trial by jury — the jury to hnve the right tc re- 
turn a general verdict, as in criminal cases, ind 
a verdict of " not guilty" to be final and i on- 
elusive. 


3. Any person, or persons, who arresl as 


fugitive slaves those who have not escaped to 
be fined from two to five thousand dollar*. 


4. A denial of the j*il» of the State, o-of 


any city <• 
rnry con' 
•lave*. 


5. A v- v.itive prohibition of all officen of 


the Stato, iaking part in the arresting or -e«- 
toration of alleged fugitive ; any officer so do- 
ing, forfeiting hi* office, and becoming forever 
ineligible to nny official station. 


6. A ai mi la /interdict to the State militia; 


any member so offending, to be fined from wo 
hundred and fifty to one thousand dollars, tud 
imprisoned two years in the State Prison. 


7. Repeal of tho statute authorizing the 


Mayor or Recorder of New York to send b tck 
Fugitive* in certain case*. 


8. A relinquichraent by any judge, sherif! , of 


offlcer, of the authority or jurisdiction ventec 1 in 
him under thi* act, to any court or office : of 
another State, or of the United States, to be 
deemed a misdemeanor, punished by the lonof 
office, a fine of one thousand dollars, and by im- 
prisonment in tbe State Prison fnr two year >. 


9. All expenses incurred in the defend of 


alleged fugitive slaves, to be paid oat of ;he 
State Treasury. 


10. The Act to take Immediate effect.

Sedition Laws upon tbeir projector!. 


Old Hartford Convention Federalism neve 


•ought to do greater violence to the arm o 
justice, and right* of the nissaes, than wai ai 
tempted by Judge Miller in hit Court, in thi 
State. Indeed, if all our Courts were like his 
we sbouM fuel alarmed for the liberties of th 
people, for, the *tiiue usurpation which woul 
deprive J urora of the right* which both justtc 
and common sense concede to be proper, wotilc 
eitend that usurpation to an extent truly alarm 
ing. But whnt are the right* of Juror* ? Judg 
Miller, a id a few such M he, decide that Juror 
hare not the right to judge oftbelawanrf th 
evidence—merely the evidence, aud to take tb 
law unqiKilitidly from tha mouth of the Judge 
This will never do, and if such ruling i* to ob 
tain any considerable practice in our Courti 
we sny let us have a law on the subject, defi 
ning the rights of Juror* in all canes of tbi 
kind.
